CHURCHILL ADMITS 
THAT COAST POINTS 


IN GERMAN HANDS 


HEAVY FIGHTING REPORTED 
ENGLISH CHANNEL COASTS 


AREA ON THURSDAY

In the shortest 
parliamentary 
war statement he has ever made— 
two minutes — Prime M i n i s t e r 
Churchill told the house of com- 
mons that there is heavy fighting 
in the channel coastal area of 
Boulogne, only 26 miles from Folke- 
stone, 
England; that Abbeville, 
France, is in German hands and 
that British communications are 
endangered. 


A statement that the govern- 
ments of Britain and Ireland (Erie) 
both are "alive to the possibilities" 
of an invasion of Britain through 
Ireland was made by Clement R. 
Attlee, lord privy 
seal, 
In 
the 
house of commons. Attlee, Churc- 
hill's spokesman In commons, said 
"all proper information has been 
passed" between Britain and Ire- 
land on the subject. 


From Dublin came a warning by 
Ireland's deputy prime 
minister, 
Sean O'Kelly, that Ireland would 
not let anyone "try to take advan- 
tage of the disunity of our people 
to exploit this country for the ad- 
vantage of- some other country." 


Hit At "Fifth Column"

ROOSEVELT SIDESTEPS LANDON 
CHALLENGE IN CONNECTION WITH 
STATEMENT ON THIRD TERM IDEA 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—W)—A 


challenge from Alf M. Landon that 
President 
Roosevelt renounce a 
third term If ho wants republicans 
to join a coalition defense admin- 
istration drew this White House 
retort today: 


"The President regrets that he 
has no time, just now, to give to 
the preparation of political state- 
ments." 


Landon declared after a long 


conference with Mr. Roosevelt yes- 
terday that "political implications" 
were inescapable in any coalition 
set-up and that republicans "can 
and will participate" only If the 
President eliminates himself as a 
1940 candidate. 


In handing his statement to the 
press, the 1936 republican presiden- 
tial nominee said that it could 
not "be linked" with his meeting 
with the Chief Executive, as noth- 
Ins in it was mentioned in their 
talk. 


declaring that thi present Euro- 


pean situation was bound to have 
"serious Implications even for this 
country," Landon advocated a na- 
tional council of "leaders and ex- 
perts in their own fields, the mem- 
bers of which are not merely ad- 
ministration satellites," as desir- 
able to head the defense program. 


"But unfortunately for the coun- 


try," he added, "the leadership Is 
in the hands of a man who has 
not eliminated himself as a can- 
didate for an indefinite term as 
President, who at the moment has 
pledged to him more than enough 
delegates to take the democratic 
nomination if he wants It." 


If the President is Interested In 


"unselfish service" from republic- 
ans, he said, ho should "publicly 
and forthwith eliminate himself as 
third term candidate. 
"Instead of weakening- hlg posi- 
tion, this action would strengthen 
It.

LOUIS LOCHNER DECLARES 
FULL GERMAN ARMY UNITS 


MARCHING TO COAST

WITH THE GERMAN ARMIES 
ON THE WESTERN FRONT, May 
23.—VP)—I have reached the Eng- 
lish channel to find German forces 
here with tho Nazi swastika flying. 
It seems almost unbelievable that 
I should find Germany at this 
channel. 
But the Nazi swastika waving 
from the local commander's head- 
quarters leaves no doubt about It. 
Crews of U-boats and speedboats 
are champing to be sent on their 
errands of destruction. 
(Lochner, chief of the Associat- 
ed Press bureau in Berlin, is In the 
fifth day of a tour with the Ger- 
man forces on personal Invitation 
of Hitler. He did not specify the 
point at which he reached the Eng- 
lish channel but apparently it was 
some place In Belgium. 
(Technically the eastern limit of 
the channel runs between England 
and 
France but 
Belgian 
ports 
popularly are considered to be on 
the channel.) 
Here as elsewhere the roads of 


approach are jammed with infan- 
try, more infantry and still more 
infantry and wllh artillery ever 
more formidable backed by an all- 
force equipped to the last fine de- 
tail.

FRENCH DATTLING 
DESPERATELY UNITE 


SEPARATED ARMIES 


GERMAN SPEARHEAD DRIV- 
EN THROUGH NORTHERN 


FRANCE UNDER ATTACK 


PARIS, May" 25.—W— 


The French armies, effect- 
ing what foreign 
military 


experts called a "miracle of 
reorganization," fought to- 
day with new fury to re- 
unite their 
northern 
and 


central armies and chop off 
the long, sharp spearhead which 
the Germans have driven through 
northern France to the sea. 


Pocketed with their British and 
Belgian Allies, the northern French 
army, using tanks, planes, motor- 
ized units and artillery, engaged 
the Germans in a bitter see-saw 
battle between Cambrni and Valen- 
ciennes, 25 miles apart. 


Here, at the base of their long 
southern 
salient 
which 
extends 
northwest to the Abbeville coastal 
region, the Germans attacked to 
make1 tighter and smaller the the 
sack in wh(ch they are holding the 
Allied forces of Flanders (estimat- 
ed by the Germans at between 
500,000 and 1,000,000 men). 


The battle jockeyed back and 
forth along the Scheldt river, with 
temporary 
advantages for 
both 
sides. At one point the French, a 
military spokesman 
said, fought 
their way down to the outskirts of 
Cambrai, territory from which they 
had been pushed earlier in the 
week by Nazi armored columns. 
South 
of the salient, 
moving 


from their stabilized line along the 
Laon river, other French forces 
were en route north, fighting their 
way from the St. Quentin neigh- 
borhood toward the, Cambrai bat- 
tlefield. 


Halt In Withdrawal* 


A halt -In wJOfcdrawala of the 
French, British aSd troops from 
their lines In Belgium, north and 
west from this main battleground, 
was implied in military reports. 


The extreme left wing of the Al- 
lied armies has taken up positions 
in the rear of the Scheldt and 
Scarpe rivers and the troops face 
south and southeast against the 
German forces which are swinging 
on the channel.

The three had been Invited to 
leave Del Rio, and literature In 
their possession was burned. 


Dealing In booklets of a relig- 
ious nature, they were question- 
ed hy Del Rio police after com- 
plaints 
that 
the 
man 
had 


announced he owed allegiance to 
no government and would not sa- 
lute a United States flag. 


Mayor J. S. Bradford ordered 
the three escorted to their auto- 
mobile at the outskirts of the 
city. 
Police had dispersed 
n 


crowd near 
the city hall 
but 


before leaving Del Rio the trio 
was confronted by about a score 
of 
men who requested 
to sec 
their literature. 


The local citizens reported they 
were Incensed by statements In 
the booklets concerning President 
Roosevelt and declaring that "re- 
ligloa was the work of demons 


and should be shunned." 
Some members 
of tho crowd 
made a fire of the literature and 
also 
some 
phonograph 
records 
handed over to them. 


Tho man and women left In 
their automobile with about a 
dozen cars following them to the 
city 
limits. 
There 
wore 
no 
threats made and tho crowd seem- 
ed Interested only in seeing tho 
trio leave the city, L. F. Leurig, 
Del 
Rio 
newspaper 
publisher, 
said. 


"The crowd had a large Amer- 


ican flag which the man disre- 
garded and this lack of respect 
visibly Incensed the men In the 
crowd," Leurig added. 
"However 


they were orderly." 


Frequent

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT TO 


SPEAK TO NATION ON 


AIR SUNDAY NIGHT 


WASHINGTON, May 23. 


—(/P)—The senate 
approv- 


ed the $1,473,756,728 navy 
apropriations 
bill 
today, 


hastening . the 
administra- 


tion's extraordinary nation- 
al defense program far to- 
ward f i n a l congressional 
action. 
Tho roll call vote was unanimous, 


78 to 0. 
Speedy approval, like that with 
which the army's share of tho pro- 
gram was swept through the sen- 
ate yesterday, came shortly after 
the White House announced Pres- 
ident Roosevelt would spook to the 
nation Sunday night on the na- 
tion's defense needs and condition. 


A total of 2,970 airplanes, 2,500 of 


which would be training ships to 
fill the needs of 
an 
expanding 
training program, would be pro- 
vided under terms of the navy bill, 
Counting out relatively small num- 
ber of replacements, most of these 
would augment the navy's present 
air fleet of 1,800 existing planes 
and 393 being built. 


Proposed aviation 
expenditures 


of $320,000,000 would Include $45,- 
000,000 also for development of air- 
plane shore facilities. 


What Fleet Would Got. 
Tho fleet would get $65,000,000 


In emergency funds for expedition 
of ship building, $35,000,000 for 
armor and ammunition and $6,000,- 
000 for modernization of the Bat- 
tleships New York, Texas and Ar- 
kansas. Those amounts would be 
In addition to $250,000,000 In reg- 
ular appropriations. 


Emergency funds would make 


possible expansion of the navy's 
enljstcd personnel from 345,000 to 
170,000 and the marine corps por- 
connol from 2,5000 to 34,000. 


President Roosevelt would 
he 


given $34,000,000 in cash and a like 
amount In contract authority to 
he spent at his direction In plug- 
ging cracks In defense armor as the 
program goes along. 


The measure now goes to the

of pastures. Poor pastures grown 
up In woods and brush furnish 
very little grazing and with proper 
care and management can bo de- 
veloped to increase the carrying 
capacity considerably, officials in 
charge of the local CCC soil con- 
servation work states. 


Pasture development and 
im- 


provement as a part of erosion 
control program is being carried 
out on the B. H. Jester farm, five 
miles northwest of Corslcana. In 
1938, Mr. Jester placed his farm 
under agreement with the soil con- 
servation service who assisted him 
In controlling soil erosion and in 
•working out a balanced farm pro- 
gram. 
Realizing that his farm 


was eroding rapidly due to tho 
slope and 
previous methods of 
tillage, he has decided to remove 
the steep and more eroded land 
from cultivation. Tho land retired 
to pasture was sodded to bermuda 
grass. From a total of 139 acres 
he was nblo to retain 85.5 acres 
In cultivation which is now being 
terraced and strip cropped. The 
balance of tho farm was turned 
to permanent pasture, 
It 
was 
elated. 
This land converted to proper 
use IS now well utilized through 
the grazing of live stock which 
i* producing another source of 
income on the farm. The pasture 
is also being used to a good ad- 
vantage for outlet to 
terraces 


from adjoining cultivated 
fields. 


The excess water emptied on tho 
pasture sod is .spread without dam- 
age and provides additional mois- 
ture for pasture grasses. The well 
vegetated 
area is pasture 
pro- 


vides also an excellent protection 
against silting of farm

Israel was 
never 
again the same, even during the 
short reign of tho Macabeos. At 
the time of Christ they wore sub- 
ject to Rome. They rejected Him, 
who offered Himself as their prom- 
ised Messiah; and in another gen- 
eration the city of Jerusalem, and 
all outward forms of nationhood 
had boon destroyed, and tho Jews 
were wanderers upon tho face of 
the earth, as they have been ever 
since, and acutely are today. De- 
spite present-day Zionism, which 
is a political, social and economic 
project, rather than religious, tho 
Jews do not possess a single site 
of their ancient history, except the 
Tomb of Esther, at Hamadan, Iran. 
As a people, they stand today as 
a 'pathetic problem, one of the 
world'* gravest.

With the co-operation of the hos- 
pital authority, Mrs. L. C. Mc- 
Crary, local poppy chairman, ex- 
plained. Materials are supplied by 
the Auxiliary and the men are paid 
regularly from Auxiliary funds. 


Employment Is limited to vet- 


erans receiving little or no gov- 
ernment compensation, with pref- 
erence going to those having fam- 
ilies to support. The number of 
fliwers each man can shape per 
day Is restricted to guard against 
over-taxing his strength. Many of 
the men become so expert that 
they can make several hundred 
popples in a brief working day.
